There^s a snake in the grass... 


Two pet bluejays sounded an alarm alerting res¬ 
idents at the top of Auburn Avenue last week 
to a pair of unwelcome visitors — two rattle¬ 
snakes, one 2 '/ 2 ” long and the other a good 
three-footer. 

Unfortunately the police, accompanied by a Pa¬ 
sadena Humane Society officer, arrived too late to 
prevent the venomous couple from crawling back 
under a thick covering of juniper, where they 
apparently have taken up residetice. 

Proof that they are Mama and Papa came that 
afternoon when a baby, some 8” long, was spot¬ 
ted and dispatched. Since rattlers are known to pro¬ 
duce as many as 17 young at a time, the North 
Auburn residents will be tippy-toeing about their 
garden for some time to come. 

Abnormally cool weather this April and May 
have prevented rattlers from coming out of hiber¬ 
nation, but with the recent heating up of daytime 
temperatures, all Sierra Madreans near brush areas 
should be alert to the presence of these fellow 
residents. 

The Southern Pacific rattler, which inhabits our 
area, carries the second most potent venom of all 
rattlers, edged out only by the Mojave Green. 

Some 10 - 25 Americans die each year from 
snake bite. Most affected are very young child¬ 


ren, elderly and those with disabling illnesses, but 
even the most healthy are seriously affected and 
sometimes even permanently maimed from snake 
bite. 

So, if your pet bluejays create a special ruckus, 
find out what it is all about, and if you don’t 
have any pet bluejays and live near the brush 
area, watch where you put your feet and hands 
when you’re in the garden. 

Snakes cannot control their body temperature 
and must depend on environment to do so.They 
can crawl up on your front step to sun them¬ 
selves on a cool morning, or absorb heat in the 
evening. During warmer times of the day, they 
seek shade under shrubs, trees, flower banks, ben¬ 
ches or in garages or storage sheds. One Sierra 
Madre home even had one seek shelter in the house 
when children left the front door open. 

Rattlers do not always sound a warning rattle 
before they strike. On the brighter side, they don’t 
always strike when disturbed and, when they do 
strike, don’t always inject venom. If bitten, it is 
always wise to seek treatment and not assume no 
venom has been injected. 

A rattler’s “heat perception” organs are so

A recent experience prompted us to 
write this editorial about local firemen, 
law enforcement personnel, county cor¬ 
oners and all analogous city and county 
employees. 

A call at 11 p.m. a couple of weeks 
ago started an experience that was a first 
for us even though we have been in the 
news and associated businesses for over 
three decades. It was our first homicide 
and one of the few in the city of Sierra 
Madre. 

With the words, “A body has been 
found on a residential street in Sierra 
Madre,” reported by Sierra Madre Police 
Chief Bill Betts, the workday continued. 
Already on duty were our police personnel 
Sgt. Larry Lutzow, Jeff Sunshine and Ro¬ 
sie Bazzell, and our fire personnel, Capt. 
Qeorge Maurer. Also there were Lt. Chuck 
Bradley and Sgt. Birl Adams from the L.A. 
County Sheriff’s office as well as their 
auxiliary personnel. 

We were filled in quickly with as 
much Information as was available. While 
the wait continued for two persons from 
the L. A. County Coroner’s office to arrive, 
we had a perfect opportunity for an off- 
the-record interview with the Los Angeles 
County people. They were cooperative, 
knowledgeable and very courteous as our 
own village police and fire people. 

When they asked who had called to 
inform us of the unexplained death and we 
answered matter-of-factly, “The Sierra 
Madre police chief,” they were appalled. 
They were surprised that the press and the 
police could have such a friendly relation¬ 
ship that the chief would call us at home 
with this sort of info. 

Our policemen were also totally pro¬ 
fessional as was our EMT on the job, 
Capt. Maurer, who, with Craig Hoback 
from the fire department, set up flood 
lights for the investigators and the cor¬ 
oners. 

Soon an independent television team 
arrived — warm, friendly people who were 
used to nights like this. They cover un¬ 
explained deaths nearly every night and 
sell the film footage to urban television 
stations and networks. 

Before the early morning’s work was 
completed, the county team still had two 
more unexplained deaths to investigate 
before their day was over. 

Everyone did his and her work ca¬ 
pably, professionally and most thoroughly 
with no fanfare. It was heartening to see 
the quality of all the professionals in¬ 
volved. And if you have to be a part of 
such an experience, it’s good to know you 
were part of a team of real pros.

Two arson fires 
are reported 
in Sierra Madre 

Two arson tires over the weekend grossed 
about $2200 together, according to Sierra 
Madre Fire Inspector Bill Kramer. 

On June 14 at 5:29 p.m., a fire was set 
to bushes and a fence at 657 W. Grandview 
and a 13-year-old female juvenile was taken 
into custody shortly thereafter. Sgt. l.arry Lut- 
zow also investigated the fire. 

In another tire at ll:54 p.m., just be¬ 
fore midnight, June 15, a 1975 Ford Mustang 
was totally destroyed. The Mustang at 75 N. 
Lima was deliberately set afire using an un¬ 
known flammable liquid, Kramer told The 
News. The car was owned by David Tandy 
of Sierra Madre. 

Damage was “at least $2000,” Kramer 
said, and added that it was a legitimate arson 
fire. 

Two suspects are being sought, Kramer

“Chemicals and Pets” 

While working in a veterinary hospital, I 
saw several animals brought in who had be¬ 
come sick from household chemicals. In almost 
all cases, the pet’s owner had misused the 
product or the product label had failed to 
warn against toxic reactions. 

Birds and fish are highly susceptible to 
aerosal sprays. Their respiratory systems are 
delicate and even products such as disinfec¬ 
tants and room deodorizers can prove fatal if 
used in the same room in which birds or fish 
are kept. Yard and house insecticides can also 
be dangerous. 

Many dogs nibble on grass that has been 
sprayed, or eat pellets which are meant to kill 
rodents or snails. The best plan is to prac¬ 
tice safely by keeping all chemical products 
away from your pet. Keep pets in another room 
or outdoors while using household cleaners, 
insecticides and personal products such as 
deodorant, hair spray and fool spray. 

When applying a spray, shampoo or pow¬ 
der directly on your pet, be sure to use only 
those preparations labeled as pet products. 
Follow the directicrns carefully and keep in 
mind that many flea sprays are alcohol-based 
and highly combustible. 

I’m reminded of an emergency case that 
came into the vet hospital — the owner had 
lit a cigarette immediately after spraying his 
kitten with Hea spray. The result was spon¬ 
taneous cotnbustioti and a very badly buttled 
kiitcti. Fortunately, this situation has a happy 
endittg — “Crispy” remained nearly hairless, 
but was returned to her owner after months of 


tnlensive care.

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Hastings Ranch residents 
threaten recaii of city officiais 
over assessment district

The proposed Public Works Bcnctil Assess¬ 
ment District was the topic under protest at a 
special inrormational meeting held Monday night, 
June 17, at the 1 aith 1 uthcran Church on Has¬ 
tings Ranch Road. The l ower Hastings Ranch 
Homeowners Association sponsored the meeting at¬ 
tended by approximately 3(K) PaNadena residents 
primarily from the Hastings Ranch, area. 

Several property owners with eoTuplaints threat¬ 
ened a recall of all city oftieials including Donald 
McIntyre, 11-year City Manager, at which the 
audience gave a resounding applause. Property 
owners at the meeting want to sec limits put on 
spending by the city fathers and incentives given 
to those who successfully reduce costs. 

A public hearing was scheduled W'cdtiesday, 
June 19, at 7 p.m. to make allowance for the 
swelling negative tide against this proposed move 
to further tax property owners. However, responses 
must be in writing atid submitted by the time the 
meeting convenes. Protest petition forms were dis¬ 
tributed at the informational meeting. 

The Board will take a final vote on June 25 
or July 2, Hughston said. 

Bill Fackler, president of IHRHA, was the 
moderator at the meeting which leatmed Jess 
Hughston, 5th District’s Board of Directors rep¬ 
resentative. Two other city of Pasadena stall mem¬ 
bers were present to field questions, Alan C har- 
matz, assistant supervising engineer tor the Public 
Works Department and Miiso Hino, tissisiani to 
the director of Public Works. 

The meeting was called to give propeily owners 
an opportunity to ask ciuestions and comment 
on the proposed assessment (lax) ol individuals to 
“finance the repair aiul replacement ot damaged 
sidewalks, curb and gutter and driveways; and 
deteriorated street lighting circuits, all within the 
City of Pasadena.” 

Hughston addressed a packed house, explaining 
a citizens’ committee on public facilities which pro¬ 
duced a report in 1984 recommending such an 
assessment district. Though not highlv publicized, 
Hughston admits it was reported by the press 
and was an issue in his recent campaign. Hughston 
clearly pointed out that he voted against the pro¬ 
posal on the 5-2 decision urging that the issue be 
placed on the ballot to make City Hall have to

“sell” their program. 

l ater Hughston, Hino and Charmatz were 
asked some very pointed questions: 

_ Why were notices sent now to property owners 

of their estimated assessment if it was known to 
the City Board of Directors last year that a final 
decision would be made in June of 1985? Some 
eonieeture from members in the audience included 
that last year was election year and that the mere 
20 days allowed for public response makes certain 
the assessment district will make the upcoming 
1985-86 budget. 

_ How has the city been using the money al¬ 
ready budgeted for the maintenance of these items? 
Hino responded that the $8 million maintenance 
budget does not include adequate funds for these 
repairs. 

— What criteria was used to determine the need for 
such repairs? Hino replied that raised sidewalk 
sections as little as 'A" that would cause stubbed 
toes were included in the itemized list as well as 
street lights with 50-year-old circuitry. He said a 
four-month “walk” along both sides of the streets 
of Pasadena was conducted last year to determine 
where repairs are needed. 

— What criteria was used to determine each assess¬ 
ment amount? Charmatz explained that parcel 
size was a factor in the formula, as larger par¬ 
cels were considered to receive more benefit from 
concrete and street light repairs. There was no 
differentiation made based upon whether a property 
owner has a sidewalk on his parcel or curb only. 

— Can further assessment districts be created in 
the same manner as this one proposed now? 
Hughston says “Yes,” that although this violates 
the intent of Props. 1.3, it does not violate the 
law.

confused by the gigantic mass of a human, it can 
also inject twice the usual amount of venom 
instead of none. 

They are as afraid of us as we are of them 
and given any means of escape, will choose to re¬ 
treat. There is no record of unprovoked attack on 
a human by a rattler, but their idea of pro¬ 
vocation can easily be a hand extended toward a 
weed under a bush or a foot passing by a 
patch of ivy in which they are hidden. 

Fortunately, we have one of the finest snake 
bite treatment centers in the country at USC, but 
even the finest treatment can’t prevent a good deal 
of suffering by victims. 

The best treatment for snake bite is not to get 
bitten. An alert eye and cautious foot and hand 
are the best prevention and both should be exer¬ 
cised by hikers, picnickers and homeowners in our 
brush areas during the warmer months of the year.

The famous Blacker House 


‘Nobody wanted it’.. .someone did 


By Jeff Miedema 

“Nobody wanted it.” 

These were the words of Margery Hill, the 
former owner of the famous Blacker house designed 
by Charles and Henry Green in 1905 for the Blacker 
fanily. 

It has always been a famous landmark and 
considered one of the finest homes ever designed 
by the Green Brother architects. It has received a 
lot of different attention recently when it was 
learned that the new owner, “Texas Rancher,” 
Bartor English and his antique dealer friend, 
Michael Carey, had in two days of ownership of 
the historically-regi.stered home, removed many 
of the bronze, stained glass light fixtures designed 
by the Greens. 

English says he will sell some of the Green 
and Green and Luis Comfort Tiffancy fixtures while 
retaining some for his collection in Texas. To date, 
the two have removed some 50 to 60 lamps, 
lanterns and chandeliers, according to Randy Ma- 
kinson, curator of the Green-designed Gamble 
House. 

The Blacker House, located at 1177 Hillcrest 
Ave., sits on a 5'/;-acre lot in the exclusive Oak 
Knoll subdivision of Pasadena. 

Mrs. Hill moved to the house in 1955 and 
wanted to reside there for the full term of her 


life; however, after the death of her husband, she 
became financially incompetent to keep the home 
after several business deals fell through and she 
was forced to sell the home. The Blacker House 
was put on the market for $1.9 million and then 
reduced to $875,000 when she felt nobody was 
interested in buying. English purchased the home at 
that price. 

Conflicting reports as to whom was contacted 
about the home and for how much, have sur¬ 
faced. The Pasadena Cultural Heritage Society has 
stated that they would have been very interest¬ 
ed in striking a deal with Hill if they had known 
it was on the market. 

Due to the outpouring of public concern for 
keeping the historically-recognized home intact, the 
City Board of Directors has appointed the Pasa¬ 
dena Cultural Heritage Society to form a special 
commission to analyze the options between public 
interests and private property. The commission met 
on Monday to discuss the prevention of Barton’s 
plans to remove the Tiffany doors and windows 
from the home. They are also discussing ways in 
which other ways support groups can be used to 
help in returning the already removed property. 
The commission will also draft regulations for the 
protection of historically significant homes 50 years 
or older so that they might not suffer from being 
stripped of their integrity for profit.

Loren Ryder 

Loren Lincoln Ryder 
of Monterey, brother of 
James Ryder of Sierra 
Madre, died May 28. Ry¬ 
der was known as one of 
the pioneers of sound 
technology for motion 
pictures and was the win¬ 
ner of five Oscars for 
movie sound. He was 85 
years old.

chairman of Arkoff In¬ 
ternational Pictures; Jim 
Loper, executive director 
of Academy of Televi¬ 
sion, Arts & Sciences; 
Joe and Harriet Von 
Stroheim, sound effects 
editors for Warner Bro¬ 
thers Pictures Inc.; Leon 
Selznick, former sales 
marketing director with 
Ryder Sound; Dick 
Stumpf, chief engineer at 
Universal Pictures; and 
Mel Sawellson, previous 
engineer with Ryder. 

Mr. Ryder was born 
and raised in the Pasa¬ 
dena area. In 1924, he 
discovered the use of 
light valves used in 
transmitting pictures 
over telephone lines. He 
joined Paramount and 
began winning honors 
for fine grain emulsions 
on sound tracks and fi¬ 
nally developed wide¬ 
screen Vista Vision, Pa¬ 
ramount’s answer to Ci¬ 
nemascope.

important contribution 
to sound in films, the 
use of magnetic tape. Be¬ 
fore that, studios were 
forced to rely on heavy 
optical recorders. Mr. 
Ryder’s system today in¬ 
volves recorders weigh¬ 
ing ounces rather than 
tons. The offshoot was 
an industrywide conver¬ 
sion to magnetic tape 
and Ryder’s founding ol 
his own firm in 1948. 

Mr. Ryder was credit¬ 
ed with being the first 
person, in 1925, to trans¬ 
mit a picture across the 
continent by wire. 

During WWII, Gen. 
George Patton summon¬ 
ed Ryder to Europe and 
asked him to silence the 
noise on his tanks dur¬ 
ing Battle of the Bulge. 
The sound man was able 
to soften the noise lo 
the point that the Ger¬ 
mans thought they wcie 
hearing trucks, not tanks. 

He served as president 
of the Society of Mo¬ 
tion Picture and Televi¬ 
sion Engineers and was a 
member of the board of 
the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and 
Sciences, of the Motion 
Pictures Research Coun¬ 
cil, and served as a mem¬ 
ber of the national 
board, as well as nation¬ 
al treasurer and secretary 
of the Academy of Tele¬ 
vision Arts and Sciences. 

Mr. Ryder received 
five Oscars and was 
nominated for 12 Aca¬ 
demy Awards. 

Also surviving are his 
wife and other brothers.
